AUTO MEN PLAN CLUB,

Would Establish a Resort and Sum
mer Cottages at Silver Lake.

With the organizing of the Silver
Lake Commercial club for the purpose
of boosting the town and making a
summer resort of the place, it is not
improbable that the Topeka Automo-
bile' club will renew their interest in
the lake.

' Andrew Lang in a recent number
of the Illustrated London News said
of Myra Kelly's 'Little Aliens":

lumined throughout by a simplicity
and quiet pathos that reveals the kind
and' wholly charming personality of the
man, makes "The Recolletions of Al-

exander H. Stephens" both an impor-
tant historical work and something of
more than ordinary interest to' the
general reader.

A "war scare" having just passed over
the country, and the question of war
appropriations looming large on the
political horizon, there is peculiar
timeliness in the immediate publica
tion by A. C. McCIurg & Co., of a
book which in small compass deals
with the whole question of militarism.
